OTTAWA, JUNE 10.— The besott (ng vice of Hon. Sydney Fisher is lo- 
quacity. Ho talks on the slightest pretext. Like the parrot which told tin; 
doe; to "sic 'em" and got the worst of the rough and tumble, Mr. Fisher decid- 
edly got the worst of it today. Had he kept his mouth shut after his orig- 
inal attempt to house, it would simply Itave been his word against Dundon- 
nld's. After the severe strictures from Colonel Hughes, Mr. Sydney could not 
sit still. He got up and wagged his tongue and wagged it to such an extent 
that he gave the whole cuso away and frankly admitted the truth of the alle- 
gations of Lord Dundouald iu bis Mou Irenl address. His lordship withdrew 
nothing of his previous statement; and there is but one impression around the 
lobbies tonight, namely, that the day is not far distant when, by reason of the 
strained relations between the ministers and tin? G. O. C, the latter will un- 
fortunately not remain long at the head of the militia. The galleries wero 
crowded in anticipation of the debate. 

Lord Dnndotinld's statement was read, in which he admitted substantially 
the accuracy of the reports of his Montreal, speech. Mr. Fisher thereupon 
made a denial. .Mr. Hughes followed with a memorandum from Lord Dun- 
douald, which lie had asked for, and scored the minister severely. 

Air. Fisher then got up lighting mad and admitted the whole thing. He 
said he was not going to have the regiment a hotbed of Toryism or organiza- 
tion. 

Mr. Borden slashed Mr, Fisher for his inconsistency. The debate lasted all 
day. Sir Wilfrid Laurier called Lord Dundouald a foreigner, but withdrew 
the remark after protests. He further said the government was not going to be 
dragooned, and Lord Dundouald must understand this was a responsible gov- 
ernment. The general impression is, after today's debate, the honors are dis- 
tinctly with the G. 0.

St. Petersburg, June 10.— The Rus- 
sian rides for the treatment of prison- 
ers of war were promulgated today. 
They are of a most humane character, 
following the most advanced ideas on 
the subject of the care of prisoners. A 
war bureau for the collection and dis- 
tribution of every possible kind of . 
formation concerning prisoners bus been 
established b.V the Russian Led Cross 
Society, under the presidency of Prof. 
De Martens, professor of international 
law ai the university of St. Petersburg, 
nud recently president of The Hague 
court, which decided the Pious fund 
claims. 

The only radical innovation is the 
inclusion of n clause providing thai 
(he crews of Japanese merchant men 
can be made prisoners of war. which is 
in retaliation I'm' the notion of the Jap- 
anese in bedding ns prisoners the crews 
of the captured Russian merchant men. 

The rank and tile of the Japanese sol- 
diers r< ive the same rations as Rus- 
sian soldiers, 'lie' officers in charge of 
prisoners are commanded to see thai 
the food of the Japanese correspondents 
bo as nearly as possible what they have 
been accustomed to in Japan. They 
will also receive and do work the same 
as Russian soldiers. Japanese officers 
who arc captured will be allowed a fair 
amount of pocket money.

The fortifications of Riga (in the south- 
ern part of the Gulf of Riga) and Ueval 
have been strengthened, some new guns 
of the latest pattern having been mount- 
ed in the fortress of Croustadt, add Q 
chain of water batteries running out on 
either side of the shores of the Gulf of 
h'inland will guard the entrance to tho 
mouth of the Neva. This system of for- 
tifications was sufficient to discourage 
the attack planned by the British ileet 
during the Crimean war. 

In addition, however, shore batteries 
have been constructed near Oranion- 
baun, 10 miles from St. Petersburg, and 
Sestroryot.sk, 17 miles from St. Peters- 
burg, probably as a precaution against 
landings, as it is believed the forts are 
able to stop the advance Of a hostile 
lleet. 

The approaches to C'ronstadt are also 
being mined, and merchant ships are be- 
ing forbidden to enter the port without a 
pilot to conduct them through the mine 
tields. 

Owing to the extensive work iu pro- 
gress at Croustadt in connection with 
the preparation of the Baltic squadron 
the central basin, heretofore reserved for 
merchant ships, has been appropriated 
by the navy. Rigid regulations are en- 
forced against anyone approaching the 
fortifications. Grand Duke Vladimir has 
just completed an inspection of tho 
shore batteries.

Lose Many 
Officers 



St. Petersburg, June .10.— The Em- 
peror has received from General Kuro- 
patkin the following telegram, dated 
.nine ',): "The Japanese bombardment of 
June, Stll of the coast between Sell- 
yuchen and Kaiping caused no loss of I 
lite or material, although a considerable 
number of shells were tired. All was 
quiet on the coast this morning, but I 
several Japanese ships were cruising in 
I he oiling. On June 7 the Japanese con- | 
tinned slowly their inarch toward ,Siu- 
yen by the Takushan and Fengwang- 
cheng roads. Their advance guard did 
not approach nearer than live miles 
south and east of Siyuen. On the morn- I 
iug of June 8 a Japanese infantry bri- 
gade, two mounted batteries and live 
squadrons of cavalry marched against I 
Siuyen. About .11 o'clock the Japanese 
appeared before the town on the south 
side, but were checked by a very suc- 
cessful lire from our batteries. Japanese 
infantry then began advancing against I 
tht town from the east by the Peng- 1 
wnngeliellg road, anil came in contact ! 
with the Cossacks holding the pass. 1 
After two hours' lighting the Cossacks 1 
were obliged to retire, and our artillery 
opened lire along the pass, not, allowing i 
the Japanese to establish themselves." | 

Ai this moment a Japanese mountain 
battery arrived and look up a position 
to the south, hut after a few rounds 
was silenced by our battery. A second 
Japanese mountain battery arrived but 
did not succeed in getting into position, 
but was compelled to evacuate their po- 
sil.itoll under the lire of our guns. In 
the course of the lighting a Hanking 
movement by several battalions of Jap- 
anese infantry was observed northeast 
of Siuyen. threatening our line or 
route. Consequently our Cossacks grad- 
ually withdrew lice miles from Siuyen, 
keeping up their lire from the battery 

mi a dense column of the enemy at a 
range of six hundred yards. The lire 
slackened about live in the afternoon. 



STATE OF INSURRECTION 

AND REBELLION EXISTS 



This The Declaration of Governor Peabody of Colorado 
—Many Officials Are Driven Out-A War 
Against All The Unions. 



DENVER, COLO., JUNE 10.— Gov ernor Peabody today said: "I have not 
declared martial lnw in any community in Colorado. I have only decided it 
to be in a stnto of insurrection and rebellion, and the newspapers have used 
the term martini law in describing our proclamation. 

"1 believe in stamping out this set of dynamiters, and I intend it shall 
be done. Tho Supreme court has grant cd me tho power that policemen • and 
sheriff's have, and I am exercising that power." 

The following Teller county officials are driven from their homes and will 
not return to Cripple Creek while the military are in power, owing to reports 
that the citizens' committee, which is co-operating with tho military, intend 
to force them to resign their offices: District Judge Seed, County Judge A. 
Frost, County Assessor P. Devault, County Treasurer D. McNeill aud 
County Clerk Mainiex. 

The executive! board of the Western Federation of Miners decided today to 
appeal to President Roosevelt to investi gate the condition in Colorado. They 
decided that a history of the labor trouble in Colorado shall be taken to 
Washington by an emissary aud placed in the President's hands. It was also 
voted to appeal President Moyers' habeas corpus case to the United States 
Supreme court. 

The Woman's Auxiliary of the Miners' Union bns been forbidden by the 
military authorities to hold meetings. 



Joseph Hamilton, chairman of the Democratic county convention appeared 
before tho citizens' deportation committee today and acknowledged that he 
believed in unions, aud was told that lie'nmst leave camp within the next four 
days. He was allowed this reprieve because of his standing in tho community. 

The committee in charge of the petition being circulated among the mer- 
chants and business men, pledging themselves not to employ union labor, nr.: 
meeting with a list of objections because the printers, pressmen, stereotypers 
and newspaper writers are affiliated with the federation and this would in- 
volve the suspension of the Cripple Greek Times and the Evening Star, which 
employ union labor. 

All day a long line of women besieged the "bull pen" here and in Victor, 
begging the armed guards for permission to see husbands, fathers, brothers 
and sweethearts. Admittance was denied during the forenoon, but all these 
were allowed to see the prisoners in the afternoon. 



DIED WHILE 

BEING HANGED 



A Race For Death Between Na 
ture And the 
Law, 



St. Scholnstique, Que, June 10.— 
Theophile Belanger, who murdered his 
brother-in-law, Antoine Segouin, on Feb- 
ruary 12, 1003, was hanged in the jail 
hero at 8:00 this morning. Segouin 
lived at tho house of Belanger, who was 
a prosperous farmer, and the tragedy 
was the outcome of a long-standing 
family quarrel. Belangcr's trial lasted 
for ten days, and the jury, ufter a few 
minutes' deliberation, rendered a verdict 
of guilty with a recommendation to 
mercy. Repeated efforts were made by 
friends to have the sentence commuted, 
but the government declined to inter- 
fere. 

Later.— It developed this afternoon 
I that Belanger was a dead man before 
he felt the noose draw tight around his 
throat, As Rndcliffc, the hangman, 
pressed the lever. Belanger was strick- 
en with heart failure, and the doctors 
after the post mortem, declared that 
while his neck was broken he was a 
dead man before this happened. There 
was nut I he remotest sign of blood 



leaving the veins. Rupture of the heart 
was the real cause of death. 

Only about tifty people witnessed she 
execution, which was conducted with 
great decorum and in marked contrast 
with the exemption of Sam 1'nrslow and 
Cordelijiu \ iau, which was turned into 
a drunken row.

I'AI'KK MAKERS' STRIKE.

They also have had 
trouble with the superintendent of tho 
mill. It is not likely that the strike 
will be prolonged. 



Denver, Colo., June 10.— George Tay- 
ner, editor of tne Victor Recordj ill- 
tends getting out his paper under mili- 
tary protection tomorrow. When his 
plant was wrecked J. R. Knrr, mana- 
ger of the Cripple Crook Star, tendered 
him the use of the Star plant. The 
offer was accepted and preparations 
made to establish his papers today, but; 
a committee of citizens waited on Mr. 
Karr, informing him that if he permit- 
led Tayner to use the Star plant it also 
would he wrecked. Under the circum- 
stances Tayner could not use the Star 
plant, and he ran off a sheet dummy 
and sent it through the mails in order 
to protect his contract. Today General 
Bell promised him military protection 
in using the Star plant and he accept- 
ed the proposal, 

Detectives arc looking for Victor 
Poole and and Sherman Parker, who 
tell the camp after the explosion. 

Secretary Hamlin of the Cripple 
Creek district Mine Owners' Associa- 
tion, in a statement says: "The posi- 
tion of the Cripple Creek operators has 
been placed in an absolutely false light, 
by the Eastern press. Labor loaders 
attribute the troubles to our defeat or 
the eight-hour law in Colorado. The 
fact is that we have been working an 
eight-hour day for ton years, paying a 
minimum wage of $3 and an average 
wage of 'iji4 per day. The actual work- 
ing time of a miner is but about seven 
hours. No grievance \,as lodged against 
l he operators when the strike was 
called, and had the question been left 
to the miners themselves, 00 per cent 
would have voted against it. This strike 
is due to the fact that the ..striking pow- 
er has boon taken from the union mem- 
bers and lodged in the hands of a lew 
loaders and dependent on crime to at- 
tain their ends. While Ibis strike is 
called a sympathetic one, to aid cer- 
tain mill men, most of them also, work- 
ing an eight-hour day, its real purpose 
was to compel every minor in Ibis dis- 
trict to join (he Western Federation ot 
Minors or leave the country. This or- 
ganization has aroused the lawlessness, 
murder, arson and dynamite in Butte, 
Lendville, Telluride, Cripple Creek and 
elsewhere, extending over a period of 
ten or fifteen years. The only parallel 
to this can be found in tho Mollie Ma- 
guircs of Pennsylvania. Their mem- 
bers wore law-abiding citizens coin- 
pared with the organization which we 
had to deal with. The pence and quiet 
of the state demand that this, organiza- 
tion be exterminated. 

»ur light has not been against 
unionism as such, but against criminal 
organization. It will not be discontinued

The, 
weather hus been cool and rainy, and 
that has checked any further develop- 
ments in tlie sorting trade, which is not 
expected to become active until the 
advent of hot weather. The outlook l'oi 
the crop is so generally favorable that 
it has imparted a confident feeling re- 
garding the future of trade. Fall or- 
ders compare favorably with the 
amount of business booked at this time 
last year. The values of staple manu- 
factures are firmly held. 

There has been a good steady demand 
for seasonable goods at Victoria, Van- 
couver and other Pacific coast trade 
centres this week. Business with the 
Yukon continues satisfactory. There is 
some grumbling heard about the con- 
dition of the lumber industry, which 
is unsatisfactory owing to American 
competition. Building operations in the 
large cities are active and labor is Weil 
employed. 

The, continuance fof) excellent crop 
conditions is stimulating the demand in 
wholesale trade circles at Winnipeg. 
Many settlers of the good class con- 
tinue to arrive. 'I'he seeding is part- 
ly over now and the fanners can pay 
more attention to improvement and to 
general business matters outside of 
work on the farms. This has Improved 
the conditions of the retail trade and 
there is a better sorting demand in 
some departments of the business. 

A much lighter turn over in general 
business is looked for this year than 
ever before. ■ 

At Hamilton (his week, as reported 
by Bradstreets, there has been a fair 
movement in seasonable goods consider- 
ing the somewhat unfavorable condi- 
tions which have prevailed regarding 
the weather.

St. Petersburg, June 10.— 
Kiiropatkin reports as follows: 

"In the affair of June 7th nt Vnfnn- 
gow we had one rifleman wounded, but 
the Japanese sustained considerable 
loss. According to the testimony of res- 
dents they bad forty killed or wounded. 
Details ot the affair at Saimatze fol- 
low : 

"June 7th, tit (I a. m.. an outpost 
company on the Aiynng road was at- 
tacked by tho enemy. A detachment 
of chasseurs was sent as reinforcement. 
Mori; Japanese then appeared, one bat- 
talion with a mountain battery posi- 
tioned before Sainiatze. The chasseurs 
pressed the Japanese, indict ing losses 
and taking rillcs and equipment from 
the killed, but the advance was checked 
by a very severe lire. Reinforcements 
now joined them, bringing up their 
strength of a brigade of infantry, two 
.batteries of artillery and three squadrons 
of cavalry. Thereupon the commander 
of our detachment ordered a retreat to- 
wards Kenchuliu pass. The detachment 
withdrew slowly ar.d in good order, 
holding successive positions. ' Our 
wounded included ('apt. Makharo'ff and 
Lieut. Kenjitski, Both ollicers, how- 
ever remained in the ranks. About Inn 
men were killed or wounded, 'i'he enoillV 
suffered severely. 'I'he commander of 
our ictiieluuenf compliments the calm 
courage of our troops and reports that 
the conduct of the Red Cross was above 
all praise."

San Francisco, Jane 10.— Among the 
passengers on the Occidental & Oriental 
steamship Coptic are li. I.. Sterner und 
-Michael Gallagher, two American min- 
ing men, formerly in Seattle, who have 
come direct from the mining region in 
northern Korea, in the heart of the 
country now ravaged by war. They 
went through many hardships ami 
dangers in making their way out of that 
country, although they are loud in their 
praises of the splendid discipline of the 
Japanese troops and their strict adher- 
ence to the rules of humanity ami civil- 
ii-."J warfare 

Stoner and Gallagiter were in the em- 
ploy Of the Oriental Consolidated Com- 
pany, of which I.eigh Hunt is the head, 
and they have been working in the con- 
cessions not far from the Yulu river, 
They went to Korea from Seattle. 

While in Korea and on their way out 
they came in constant contact with the 
marching Japanese armies, and availed 
themselves of opportunities to obtain 
many interesting photographs of the 
Mikado's lighting men. They were eye- 
witnesses of the capture of a Russian 
spy, whom they photographed, surround- 
ed by his captors. 

"Wo had been at work," said Mr. 
Stoner, "in northern Korea, about forty 
miles west of YViju. We left the mines 
there on April 18 and had to march 
fifty-six miles overland, carrying on pack 
ponies our baggage and bullion to the 
value of $400,000, entrusted to us by the 
company, There were only four white 
men in the party and a number of cool- 
ies, yet we were not molested in the 
least by the combatants. 

"What impressed us greatly was the 
magnificent discipline nnd the perfect or- 
der of the Japanese soldiers, whom we 
passed day after day as they were 
marching north in Squuds of from fifty 
to 1,000. 

"As they passed through the country i 
they paid in cash for everything they 
requisitioned from the inhabitants, ami 
committed no depredations. Anything 
like license on tin? part of the soldiers 
was promptly and severely dealt with. 

"Two native women reported to a Jap- 
anese Officer that they had been mal- 
treated by two soldiers. The officer im- 
mediately drew bis men up in line, had 
the offenders identified, and then imme- 
diately detailed a firing squad and had 
the men shot without any more ado. 
These examples had their effect, and It 
is so throughout. 

"On the other hand, the Russians, par- 
ticularly the Cossacks, are burning, mur- 
dering and ravishing rigid ami left, al- 
I hough both sides are careful to avoid 
injuring Americans or other foreigners, 
for they fear any complication with an- 
other nation. 

"At. Anjtl we took a small schooner 



and came 100 miles to Cliinamplio, and 
thence to Chemulpo. When we arrived 
at Chemulpo we learned that 2,900 Cos- 
sacks were at Cliinamplio. 

"That region is a splenddi one for the 
Americans, The climate is line and the 
country is extremely promising. Con- 
cessions there are good things." 

Mr. Stoner has spent the past three 
years in Korea.

so until the end, even its extra day 
was cold. The cold was so steady that 
it, is hardly worth the while noting the 
iulmnges of temperature, which were

'I'ccyi'd. Some of our neighbors claim 
t htif \m a few occasions it fell to 40 
bolowtffeSnow • fell nearly- every day, 
and fflpre' were many northeasterly

On tile' first of March our friend the 
cliinook.* caiiie rushing through the 
hills with ii. mighty noise, and made 
the snow tViUlV.!; but the coquettish 
maid merely pulled old Jack Frost's 
whiskers alftr'. retired to her hiding.

Later, April' 12, 1904— Now Hie 
stream, locally known as the crepi;,'- 
has rapidly assumed proportions worthy 
of the geographical dignity, Spirit 
river, us the ineyitiible result of the 
vanishing snows from our prairies, and 
that there is it , faint', blush of green 
overspreading the landscape where 
white lias for so long been the pre- 
vailing color, also that on the ther- 
mometer reaching 08 degrees in the 
sun and OS degrees in the sll'que to- 
day, the frogs began to clear tin)' frost 
out of their throats, we are convinced' 
that the spring is here, and we con- 
sider that we are quite safe to st ud the 
above report.

spring opened in early April, but we 
were agreeably surprised on the .'list 
of March by the soft, balmy winds, 
to whose gentle inlilieuce the sterner 
elements yielded up their term of do- 
minion. Spring had come. The cattle 
recognized the fact at once, ami 
"pitched oil"— the barnyard and empty 
bay corrals had no attraction for them 
now. Snow was never known to van- 
ish so quickly as it did during the next 
few days. On the 10th of April the 
Spirit liver had reached its highest 
water, and on the 18th the Peace river 
bad broken up, to the chagrin of not 
a few belated travelers, who bad to 
wait an opportunity to cross by boat 
and to swim tlieir horses to safety. 
There is every indication at the present 
time of an early sowing, and we are 
hopeful of having a good season, so that 
the little grain we have may be multi- 
plied an hundred fold before the 1st of

FOR PROVINCIAL INTERESTS. 

We are Kind to sec that Senator Mac- 
donald will again bring up in Parlia- 
ni. 'lit the matter of work on the Grand 
Trunk Pneilic Railway being eont- 
menced on this Const simultnneonsly with 
thnl at Eastern anil intermediate points. 
We notice that some Provincial liberal 
newspapers arc attempting to be hu- 
morous at the expense of some <>C their 
Conservative contemporaries by saying 
that an agitation for the nbovu ar- 
rangement should have been mnde soon- 
er. We (In not exactly understand what 
is meant by "sooner," as a demand for 
a clause requiring work to be com- 
menced on this Const was made during 
last session— in fact as soon as a copy 
of the Bill was received from Ottawa 
and it was found that there was no 
provision in it to that effect. At that 
time there was an understanding tliar 
the omission would be rectified, and on 
the faith of that, the matter was al- 
lowed to drop for the time. But in the 
interval between the lust and the .pres- 
ent session of Parliament, the Provin- 
cial Government took action and made 
representations to the Dominion Gov- 
ernment as to the importance of action 
being taken to protect the interests of 
British Columbia in tins matter. Sev- 
eral of the Boards of Trade in the Prov- 
ince have also made representations to 
Ottawa on the subject and requested 
the members from British Columbia to 
press the matter on attention both of 
the Government and of the members 
from other provinces, so as to secure 
support for a request that is both rea- 
sonable and proper. Indeed it is almost 
inexplicable that the Government itself 
should not have arranged the matter as 
soon as its attention was called to it. 
That, it has not done so; that it has 
ignored the request from the represen- 
tatives of this frovinco and from many 
influential commercial bodies, seems to 
give color to the reports, current in 
Eastern Canada, that the Grand Trunk 
Company is at present the iom^jtMt 
factor in Canadian politics. 

However this may be, <"'t' thing is 
certain, and that is, tic . British Co- 
lumbia's into-,. ,its are' ignored in this 
matter. a -'people will not forget that 
far tf.*neu the opportunity comes for 

*'rit>ill to express their opinion in a man- 
ner that cannot be misunderstood. Were 
anything being asked that would entail 
financial obligations on the country, it 



death, while not n few lost their lives 
around the mines, nominally by acci- 
dent, but really by deliberate wicked- 
ness and design on the part of lawless 
men. Now, as we have said, these acts 
of violence have had their latest de- 
velopment .in the blowing up of a train 
with non-union miners on board. It is 
only fair to state that the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners has always disavow- 
ed any participation in or connection 
with such lawless acts. But the fact 
remains, beyond the possibility of doubt, 
that it has only been non-union men and 
their sympathisers who hate suffered 
from these outrages. 

At Cripple Creek a condition of 
things now prevails that is little re 
moved from insurrection or civil war 
The district is crowded with strikers 
and dangerous characters from other 
mining camps. The outrages recently 
committed have also drawn to the spot 
many persons who- have property or 
business interests ill the. district, and 
who arc consumed with indignation at 
the inability Of the civil authorities to 
preserve tue peace and prevent such 
outrages. Both sides are armed and, as 
was seen in the conflict on Monday 
last, a chance shot or an accidental 
altercation between two men, may pre- 
cipitate a light with the loss of many 
lives. The press in other parts of the 
Union is becoming aroused to the fact 
Of the grave situation that exists in 
Colorado. It is felt that the safety of 
the country and the end of such a state 
ol things, must depend on the stern- 
est methods being used for the repres- 
sion of these outrages. It is realised 
now that the germ of all these troubles 
is to bo found in the tolerance of and 
indifference to threats and acts of vio- 
lence commit ted by tin? striking miners 
two years ago against non-union men. 
Politicians pandered to the demands of 
the mob, and a corrupt legislature was 
a curse instead of a bulwark and pro- 
tection to the country. Now the linr- 
vest is being reaped of the seed then 
sown. Bat il is impossible that the 
law-abiding people will tolerate indefin- 
itely such a state of things. Either 
public opinion will give such manifesta- 
tions as will brace up the civil authori- 
ties of the State to deal vigorously with 
the situation and take effective steps 
to quell these outrages, or the populace 
will take the matter into their own 
hands and make short work of these 
miscreants. The whole Union is dis- 
graced and humiliated by the state of 
things that is found at the present time 
in Colorado.

capture Port Arthur, and to do it Im 
mediately. But why not starve out the 
garrison or hold It prisoner until the end 
of the war? The reasons against thin 
course are overwhelming. So long as Port 
Arthur remains In Russian hands It Is a 
menace to the Japanese and a source of 
hope to Russia. The shattered remnant 
of the Russian navy is sheltered In Port 
Arthur harbor. It contains several splen- 
did ships, which, if they could be rein- 
arced, nilght play havoc with the Japan- 
ese plans. Should these vessels be cap 
lured or destroyed— the last faint hop«l 
of naval reinforcements would be aban- 
doned by Russia. "Without a naval base 
lu Chinese waters Russia would be com- 
pelled to rely entirely on Its milltury op- 
erations. Relieved of the task of watching 
the licet and the garrison, Japan would be 
able to direct its energies more efficiently 
tc other quarters. It would be supremo 
In the Linotung penlnsulu, so that It could 
assail the Russian power at Vladlvostoek. 
Hence the downfall of Port Arthur Is es- 
sential to th(! success of Hie Japanese 
plans. 

That the Japanese are prepared to pay 
heavily for t In- advantage to be gained Is 
ilear. In such an undertaking human life 
is a small consideration. Let those who 
regard this us a cynical view consider the 
situation. To pursue a cautions policy 
means Hint uu Immense army, open to the 
Inroads of Invaders nnd of disease, must 
be kept waiting for weary months outside 
of Port Arthur until provisions or am- 
munition of the garrison have been ex- 
hausted. Such a period of Inaction Is as 
costly as conflict. The army becomes a 
mark for Hunk attacks, while the absence 
of all sanitary arrangements Invites dis- 
ease. From ono cause or the other It may 
be so decimated that its efficiency Is lui- 
vltallty lowered. In war

within him. Tall, handsome, imposing, 
there was an indescribable charm about 
his bearing. Ills eye was piercing, and 
seemed to rend the Inmost thoughts of 
those with whom hn spoke. In some de- 
gree he resembled that giant among Rus- 
sian soldiers, Skohclcff, the hero of Plev- 
na, and he wns proud and pleased when 
the resemblance was recalled. 

The man was swayed by a deep and 
sincere devotion to his country. Ho was 
too just, too upright, too free from the 
nll-pervadlng corruption of Russia ever 
to be really popular with the bureau- 
crats, yet he was admired and beloved by 
the rank and file of her service. 

His record was a signally fine one. In 
1877 he commanded the small and weak 
Russian torpedo Qotillo on the Black Sea, 
and won the coveted St. George's Cross; 
In 1S82 he was given command of the VI- 
tlnz in the Pacific ; In 1S!X>, promoted Rear 
Admiral, be became Inspector- General of 
the Naval Artillery, and reintroduced a 
liritish Invention, the cupped shell, which 
is now universally used outside the Brit- 
ish Navy. In 1894-5 ho commanded the 
Medlternnenu Squadron, and proceeded 
with It to the Far Bast, when war with 
Japan seemed probable because of Rus- 
sia's refusal to permit the Japanese to 
retain Port Arthur. In 1800 he returned to 
the Baltic fleet, which bo commanded, 
and from that position passed to the res- 
ponsible post of Naval Prefect at KrOns- 
tadt, which be held on the outbreak of 
the present war. 

While holding this "dice Ue published 
several works, the best known. "A Dis- 
cussion of Questions In Naval Tactics." 
which seemed to reveal great professional 
insight. But In British opinion he made 
a mistake when, in his work on "Fighting 
Qualities of Men of War," he asserted 
thnt ships of 3,00fJ tons were preferable to 
battleships, and advocated the building of 
light unnrmored ships, not of heavy ar- 
mored ones. 

He was also the designer of the well- 
known ice-breaker, Ermak. His death is 
a great loss to his country and to the Rus- 
sian navy, as even In the brief period of 
his present command, which only began 
early In March, he lias done very much 
to restore tin? spirit of the Far Eastern, 
fleet, completely demoralized as it seemed 
to be by the Japanese attacks at Port 
Arthur. 

Now everything has to be begun over 
again, and a new commander to be found; 
while the loss of the flagship and the 
commander-in-chief in this swift and ap- 
palling milliner must have a disastrous ef- 
fect on the spirit of the Russian officers 
and seamen. 

It Is an interesting fact that ho hud 
considered file question of saving lives on 
board a torpedoed ship and had urged the 
advisability or giving ouch ship a supply 
of "cork or metal buoys, capable of sup- 
porting one man, so that be may throw 
the buoy overboard and support himself 
by it Would It not be pos- 
sible to place on board warships Moating 
bridges which In the moment of need 
could he easily thrown into the water by 
the simple movement of a lever?" 

He used to ijuote with pleasure a say- 
ing of Drngomirov's, "He who wishes to 
gain a victory should determine that he 
will either conquer or die, as he can. only 
anticipate a full, victory under these con- 
ditions. In the moment of exaltation, 
man not only willingly sacrifices Ids life, 
but the idea of lighting to the death may 
seem pleasant to him." 

The question will be mooted us to who 
will succeed Admiral Makaroff. There Is 
no one quite his equal in reputation among 
the Russian admirals, but the officers who 
come nearest to him are Admirals Skry- 
(llolT and Rodestvenski. Both distinguished 
themselves in the Russo-Turkish war. 
Skrydloff In lf)01 commanded the Russian 
fleet In the Far East, and was then trans- 
ferred to the Black Sea. He is now 
stated to have been chosen for the com- 
mand of the fleet which Russia will ut- 
tempt to send to the Far East In the 
summer, though, according to other well- 
informed authorities, Admiral Roydestven- 
skl lias been chosen for this same com- 
mand. 

Admiral Roydestvenskl Is known to have 
a very high opinion of the Japanese, and 
does not make the error common on the 
Continent of underrating their lighting 
capacity. He Is a dashing leader, though 
He is now getting on in years, and as 
Admiral Alexeleff lias remarked, young 
admirals are' what Russia really needs.. 

If so, she might make a worse choice 
than Captain Vlren, of the Bayan, an of- 
ficer who has a brilliant reputation, and 
who, if given n chance, might do some- 
thing to drag the Russian navy from tin- 
abyss into which it has fallen. But rou- 
tine and prejudice would be dead' against 
the promotion to high command of a mere 
captain. 

Our Newcastle correspondent telegraphs: 
Admiral Mnknroff was well known ami 
greatly esteemed on Tyneslde, where he re- 
sided while the Ice-brcnker Ermak was 
being built uniler his direction by Messrs. 
Armstrong, Whitworth & Co., Ills Inter- 
est In shipbuilding and his uniform cour- 
tesy towards nil with whom he eunie In 
contact In business and soclnl life made 
him very popular. 

Admiral Makaroff spoke English well, 
and once or twice addressed gatherings of 
a scientific character in Newcastle.

Ever since those dread days bo 1ms re- 
mained the intimate friend and adviser 
of Emperor William 11. and when ids 
Majesty was taken ill last year 
Schmidt was naturally the ' man to 
whom he first turned for expert advice 
and attention. It recently came to 
light that Professor Schmidt treated 
the Kaiser's throat for two months be- 
fore deciding to operate on November 
!). 

Horn in Frankfort -on-l lie-Main in 
1SH8, Schmidt was contented to live 
in the beautiful South German metrop- 
olis ever since, lie completed Ids early 
medical studios in Goettingen, Vienna, 
Utrecht. Berlin, London and Paris— a 
unique international record— ami be- 
came n specialist in diseases of the 
nose, throat and lungs. He wns given 
his title of professor in 1892 and was 
made a privy medical councillor in 
1809. He has written extensively on 
medical subjects, n treatise on "Con- 
sumption of the Throat" being a stan- 
dard text book in many languages. He 
bus not practiced in inter years, hav- 
ing tronsferred his lucrative clientele 
to a younger Frankfort assistant. Pro- 
fessor Schmidt occasionally consults in 
extraordinarily important cases. He 
is known in Frankfort as an extremely 
hard man to get to. Since the Kai- 
ser's Into illness he has become more 
of a recluse than ever, being especial- 
ly careful to guard against, anything 
capable of being twisted into an ex- 
pression of opinion upon the status and 
progress of the delicate national issue 
intrusted to his care.

A gentleman who takes a great in- 
terest in the discussion now going on 
regarding the act of the city council 
in enforcing the water meter system, 
hands the Colonist the billowing trom 
the Winnipeg Free Press, which he 
thinks will prove of interest to Victor- 
ians at the present time : 

" t'he bylaw cutting the water rates in 
two was recommended to the council by 
the tire, water and light committee last 
evening, and by .Inly 1 it is expected 
that the claims of those who first ad- 
vocated municipal ownership of the 
waterworks will be fully realized, and 
water will be supplied to the consumer 
at 15 cents per 1,000 gallons. The by- 
law provides for this rate, and ulso for 
prompt, payment of taxes. It was 
brieliy discussed in committee last 
evening, and it was thought by the ald- 
ermen that, with the reduction in the 
rates, there would be little room for 
the consumer to raise any objection 
to the schedule. With a couple of 
years' experience behind them, the ald- 
ermen have been able to draft a more 
equitable scale of rates, while the 50 
per cent, reduction is made possible by 
the large number of new services in- 
stalled and the much larger quantity of 
water used. The meter system has 
caused the tenant and owner to look 
more carefully to small leaks and un- 
necessary waste of water, and this sav- 
ing has made a material difference in 
the revenues, contributing largely to 
the conditions which UliIKe the reduc- 
tion possible. 

"In connection with t he financial 
branch of the water department, the 
city treasurer made a report. The 
comparative statement of collections of 
accounts showed a marked increase, 
while arrears amounted to only 
p,u-i4.<il. In the arrears, $074.05 dates 
back to the time ot the management 
of the department by the late commis- 
sioner. '1 hose were written off. Of 
this amount over #400 was charged to 
the city, police station, parks, board 
and market, license and health com- 
mittees. . 

"Regarding collection of accounts, he 
says: 'Since 1 have been charged with 
tie- collection of water rates there bus 
been uo attempt to exercise the power 
conferred by the charter and the by- 
laws lor distraining for water rates nor, 
in my opinion, should the city take 
action in the courts- except ill rare 
cases h> enforce their collection. The 
plan that I have adopted, and one that, 
has worked very satisfactorily, and 
whoch should, in my opinion, he con- 
tinued, is that where water is once 
turned off for non-payment, it is not 
turned on again until all arrears 
against the property are paid.

May Lead to Rate War Between 
C. P. R. end the Sound 
Steamers. 



It was announced yesterday that on 
her last trip down from Skagway the 
C. !'. U. steamer Princess May was 
lipid up by the United States collector 
of customs at Ketchikan and lined $2,- 
(>00 on the grounds that she, as a Can- 
adian vessel, had . carried thirteen pas- 
sengers from Skagway to Seattle on n 
previous trip. The collector threatened 
to seize the steamer unless the line was 
paid, and. the amount was deposited 
under protest.. This line is at the rate 
of $200 per passenger, a pretty tall 
order. The breach of the shipping regu- 
lations alleged as excuse for this pro- 
ceeding is not admitted by the C. P. R. 
Company. 

Representations on the subject will 
be made to Washington, and it is pos- 
sible that this attempt of the United 
States collector to favor the American 
steamers plying north will result in a 
rate war. 

This is the second line (hat. has been 
imposed upon the C. P. R. Company 
recently, the first amounting to !>200. 
The imposition was due to certain pas- 
sengers who came south on the Prin- 
cess May being taken on from Victoria 
to the Sound by the Princess Beatrice. 
The business seems pretty small on the 
part ot the American authorities.

News received in Seattle yesterday, 
in the form of a letter from Sitka, 
tells of the finding of wreckage near 
that place.

The striking development of joint 
stock enterprise in Great Britain dur- 
ing the past twenty years is well illus- 
trated by the growth of the '•Directory 
of Directors," the latest edition of 
which has recently been published. 
Twenty-five years ago the book in 
eluded (!,UIX) names, today the number 
set out in the volume ^ about 20,W0. 
If these liO.UOt) gentlemen received only 
£100 a year c ach for their services their 
aggregate fees would amount to £2,00<l,- 
000, but it is fair to assume that the 
total amount is very much larger than 
that, seeing that many of the gentle-* 
111011 concerned are directors of several 
companies, and that members of tho 
boards of important enterprises fre- 
quently receive substantial fees. 

It goes without saying that the num- 
ber of members of the Legislature 
who act as directors is considerable, 
and 220 members of the House of Ootu- 
nious hold between them 07:1 director- 
ships, while 1118 Peers are associated 
with tho boards of 507 companies. This 
i4ives the total of 1,040 directorships 
held by members of the Upper and 
Lower Houses.

COLORS IN LOGS OK BIRDS. 

One of Natures Secrets over Which 
Scientific .Men Si. II Puzzle. 

New York Sun. 

"If you tire interested in nature prob- 
lems," said a man who likes to pore over 
the cases in the Museum of Natural His- 
tory. "In re"s a very simple one. but you 
can Ii ml in it all the food for speculation 
and theory you waul, as scores of very 
eminent thinkers have done already. 
\\ hat ,s nature's n ason for the Color and 
marking of bird's egns and in the process 
of evolution how has it worked out?. 
There must be a reason for their Infinite 
diversity and it can hardly be till tles- 
thetic one. 

"That looks simple enough, yet the 
most advanced naturalists haven't been 
able to puzzle it out. All they can say 
with any confidence is that the all-per- 
vading i lis t i in- 1 of distrust and need for 
iproteetion is exhibited in eggshells as in 
more mportatil thing*, and the main idea 
of their color scheme has been to secure 
safety in harmony with their surround- 
ings. Put even (hat hits exceptions. 

•fTaike the doves. Their eggs arc 
white and ai". plainly vLiblc in the 11 ins y 
nest, though the nest is built in a tree, 
and the eggs should be of a darker tint, 
to follow the general rule. Now, that, 
1 believe, has been reasoned out. in this 
way. The original doves were rock 
doves and they laid white eggs in con- 
formity with the natural law, which or- 
dains thai color for most species of birds 
nesting in the dark, so that the femali' 
might readily see them when she comes 
into the gloom. 

V011 find traces of this early instinct 
in the fact that wherever is a" deserted 
rabbit warren you will find doves taking 
advantage of it to build their nests in 
the abandoned burrows. Hut whether in 
boles or trees the uestsi still contain 
while eggs, which nature ordained for 
their rock-dwelling ancestors. 

"Owls lay pale eggs for the same rea- 
son. They breed in I be dark. On the 
"ther iiunu, the ducks, which, so far as 
anybody knows, have always frequented 
the most open places, also lay pale eggs 
without markings. But with llieiu you 
will find a greatir tendency i" rover; 
to olive browns or study tints, the very 
color of the sun;! and shingles on which 
the eggs an- laid. 

"Ti ggshell of the plovers ami simi- 
lar beach breeders arc exactly ground col- 
or, just as the partridge and pheasant 
eggs are the color of fallen leaves. And 
grouse, quail and moor fowl have eggs 
matching exactly in eel r with the brown 

si s of heather and the pine tiqe scabs 

among which they lie. Bui there are 
blue and while ami spot led e^-jrs van 
can't explain. Al least | can't satisfac- 
torily. Anybody may starl bis own 
theorii s on the subject ami find the prob- 
lem endless. Solve it correctly and 1 
think you will solve at the same t'me half 
a dozen other mysteries which have puz- 
zled great scientists on this queer, prob- 
lem-filled planet."

Mrs. John Duncan Sinclair, of Oma- 
ha, Neb., was a poor washerwoman one 
month ago. Her cliecquc is good to- 
<lay for $00,000, and she is preparing 
for n trip to Glasgow, Scotland, where 
at tlio finul settlement of the estate of 
iLord Sinclair she will have a large 
ahare of tho property which goes to 
make up that earldom. With scarcely 
41 word of warning a draft for $50,000 
was placed in Mrs. Sinclair's hands, 
and she was told of the bequest by 
•■which sue was removed from poor cir- 
cumstances into those of affluence. 
, Mr. Sinclair, a carpenter, a year ago 
died after a long illness. Mrs. Sinclair 
d'otind it necessary to take in washing 
to assist in paying tho doctor. 

During her husband's life ho'oCteu 
told Mrs. Sinclair of the large prop- 
erty which his family might some day 
inherit, but as his branch of the family 
■was the youugor thore was small hope 
of anything being realized from the ex- 
pectation. Therefore, after Mr. Sin- 
clair's death, the widow continued tak- 
ing ill washing to support herself and 
two children. 

Mrs. .Sinclair recently received a re- 
quest to call at a lawyer's office. Leav- 
ing her laundry work she went there. 
The lawyer asked her a few questions 
as to her family, and then, picking up 
a paper from the desk, said: 

'•.Madam, 1 am authorized to hand to 
you. in behalf of the estate of Earl Sin- 
clair, of Scotland, this draft for $50.- 
000, and to notify you to be present in 
■Glasgow, Scotland, on June 9th, when 
the estate will he finally settled." 

And with that the lawyer handed 
Mrs. Sinclair a draft for the amount. . 

"1 was simply dumbfounded," said 
Mrs. Sinclair afterward. "The thought 
■of all the money took my breath away, 
lint I went down to a hank and depos- 
ited it. The clerk looked mighty queer 
when 1 handed in that big cheque.

■fortune. The Mar! gave the young man 
:hic blessing— and some cash. In 1850 
Hi,, young man arrived in Caledonia, 
X. V. 

Sinclair met in New York city Emma, 
•daughter of George Segelke, mayor of 
Berlin. Germany. .After a short court- 
ship l lie two were married anil went to 
live on a farm near Caledonia. 

Two sons were born, Prank Sinclair, 
who now lives in Buffalo, and .John 
Duncan Sinclair, who was named for 
.'ok grandfather, the Scottish earl. 

When John Duncan was nineteen 
years old, ids mother died and his 
father remarried. This did not please 
the young feliow, and he decided to 
■_ r o west. Before leaving New York, 
however, he married Elizabeth Kolha- 
u'l'it, daughter of a wealthy neighbor, 
ami brought her with him to the wild 
west, 

Miss Kolhagen had been used to all 
Hint wealth could buy but sacrificed it 
nil and went with her husband. And 
when Hie crops failed she and the 
J'oung husband left the western home- 
stead and came to Omaha, where lie 
found work as a carpenter.

•LIFE STllUGGiLES. 

Nothing strikes one so forcibly while 
reading the "Autobiography of Herbert 
Spencer," published today by Apple-ton, 
as the braveness of tho man in his 
fight against obstacles that loomed like 
horrible Alps in his pathway. The book 
might well bo called 'The 'Story of a 
Struggle With Pain." 

Imagine ! After years of illness, dur- 
ing which he found it necessary to 
make frequent visits to health resorts, 
and at an age when one is likely to he- 
gin to look for easy work, rather than 
the most difficult of tasks, lie projected 
his great system of philosophy in ten 
volumes. lie was just forty years of 
age. and ho calculated that at tlw? rate 
of progress which he had made in his 
previous writings, he should get 
through the undertaking by the time 
he was sixty. Twenty years; for one 
piece of literature: Think of that, ye 
writers who consider your 300-page 
novels that are a whole year in the 
writing, to be stupendous works ; And 
yet it took Spencer much longer than 
twenty years to do hi,- proposed wri- 
ting. 

"It would have been a snuguiue ex- 
pect at ion even for well in body and 

brain." he utiles, "and for one in my 
state it was tin absurd anticipation." 

At tlie best he could work only t hroe 
hours per day. lie was a nervous in- 
valid, harshly b.c^et by indigestion, ver- 
tigo and functional heart disease, lie 
could not, with any certainty, count 
upon his powers from one day to an- 
other. Often he collapsed utterly. He 
was subject during his work to great 
tits of mental excitement, which he 
could not .subdue. "I could not stop 
thinking, day or night," he says, "and 
was in a great fright lest 1 should have 
a serious relapse, die complains now 
and again that his "cerebral circula- 
tion i.s iusutJlcieut," and his fear of a. 
breakdown was incessant. 

lAnd yet lie kept bravely on at his 
prodigious work. |'„r weeks and 
weeks he could do no more than one hour 
of writing a day, and even when he 
employed nil amanuensis he found that 
to dictate for more than an hour in the 
twenty-four taxed his vital powers to 
their uttermost. The preparation of 
his philosophy entailed extensive read- 
ing, which had the same effect upon his 
nervous system as composition, 
i "My nervous affection," lie writes, 
"had been from the beginning of such 
a nature that disturbance of the cere- 
bral circulation was caused by whaevcr 
necessitated persistent mental action, 
no matter of what kind. Often when 
at a loss to pass the time, I have been 
asked. "Why do you not read a novel'."' 
But the effect of reading a novel is just 
the same as that of reading agravc 
book. When at my worst, half a col- 
umn of a newspaper as surely brings 
on head-symptoms, as do two or threo 
pages of metaphysics-. « * ♦With- 
out thinking what I was doing, I never- 
theless persevered." 

Of course, he suffered relapse after 
relapse. Then lie bad recourse to mor- 
phia, which only aggravated bis symp- 
toms, tie tried all kinds of medical 
treatment and often sought relief in 
hydropathy. Skating seemed to help 
him .at times in the winter and be 
"played rackets." took Ion- walks and 
tried many other means of restoring his 
"easily disturbed balance." He rutin 1 
the wear and (ear id' travel very ex- 
hausting and would always hasten 
back to his study and hi- precious 
work, which lie' would no sooner 
though! nf giving up than he would 
have thought of ceasing to eat. lie 
developed his "Psychology" under 
most distressing conditions, tie- work 
being protracted for years on account 
of his ill-health. But he kept at the 
writing, with wonderful concentration, 
never for a moment losing sight nf it. 

What makes Mr. Spencer's literary 
industric.". still more remarkable is the 
fact that I:.- was constantly revising 
his writings, even after they had been 
publish- d. The recasting of his "First 
Principles" alone covered a period of 
nearly live years, during which be 
could do nothing for eighteen months 
because of severe illness. 

Is no; 1,,-re one of the most conspic- 
uous examples of concent ra t ion to he 
found in a.l history'/ 'fake this grenl 
'•Autobiography" alone, which was be- 
gun in IKSil. aft- r the successful com 
I |)lel ion of "The Philosophy." It con- 
j tains in 1 1 s i.i'iw pages more real liter- 
! nture limn many a writer could ever 
1 put forth in a whole life time.

Although weak, sickly and 
apparently likely to die a! any time, 
he simply had to live to comph te his 
life work, and he did it. .Ho .lid not 
die until be had reached the advanced 
age of S3 years.

Adapting Government Machln 
ery to Meet the New Wants 
of Society. 



Lord Cromer and His Task of 
Financial Regener- 
ation. 



"Egypt," says "Lord Cromer in his mi- 
nimi report on that country and the 
iSoudnn, "is in a state of transition and 
the problem of adapting the whole ma- 
uliliio of government to meet tho wants 
of society which is almost bewildering 
in the variety of its component parts 
becomes daily more complex:." 
, There is, however, nothing bewilder- 
ing or complex in this report, -which is 
a lucid and fascinating summary of 
the- economic and social condition of 
'Egypt today. 

i Lord Cromer has not only in hand 
the financial regeneration of a country 
which Ismail Pasha left burdened with 
a debt of £100,000,000, hut the task, 
which requires far more adroitness, of 
transforming the vacillating Egyptian 
into a good citizen. 

The bond which united the former 
rulers and tho ruled in Egypt was, on 
the one hand, reliance on superior 
force, and, on tho other hand, the fear 
engendered by (lie abuse of that force. 

"Stated in the most general terms," 
says Lord Cromer, "tho main object to 
bu pursued was manifestly to substi- 
tute another bond in place of that 
which had existed. The new bond had 
to consist partly in the contentment of 
the mass of the population, partly in 
the general growth of confidence in' the 
intentions of the rulers unci partly in 
the establishment of the conviction 
that the government was strong." 

This has been the basis of British 
policy in Egypt, and TjOrd Cromer can 
now say with confidence thai "at no 
.former period in their long history have 
the |KOple been so prosper, .lis or so con- 
tented as at the present.'" 
i The official body as a class have yel 
to become accustomed to the use of the 
weapons which a civilized system of 
government has placed in their Jiands. 
They have yet to learn that there is 
a middle term between the exercise of 
unbridled authority and the weakness 
that shuns all responsibility. 

"Time, patience and the" application 
of sound, jusi and reasonably liberal 
principles should enable all the dillicu!- 
ties which may arise from these and 
similar causes to be solved without re- 
sort to any heroic remedies. On this 

solid basis the superstructure can now 
he improved and completed in such a 
manner as time and experience tuny 
necessitate." 

I 'How exceedingly sound tne financial 
management of the Khedive's admin- 
istration has been may bu judged by a 
glance at the illuminating and under- 
standable figures which Lord Cromer 
has incorporated in his report. 

Every penny of the eight millions 
which have been spent during the last 
eighteen years on canals and irrigation 
has been charged to revenue, and the 
Suakiu-Berber Railway, estimated to 
cost, one and three-quarters millions, 
will be paid for out of the accumulation 
of past years. 

An interesting sidelight on the so- 
cial life of the country is afforded in 
the section devoted to marring*'. 

The great facility for divorce al- 
lowed by LMohnmetan law tends more 
than any other single cause to under- 
mine family life in Moslem countries. 
I am inclined to think l hat the practice 
of divorce equally with that of polyga- 
my, is diminishing, but that large num- 
bers of .Moslems still avail themselves 
of the provisions of the law to get rid 
of their wives cannot be doubted 

During the past year lTtl.dTI ■eertin- 
eate.s of Moslem marriages were regis- 
tered. There were .VJ.<)«.r_> cases of di- 
vorce. In other words, for every seven 
women married there were rather more 
than two divorced. 

In a great many cases, however, the 
husband takes the wife back again 
after divorcing her; and as in these 
cases a new certificate of marriage is 
not necessary, the .reunion does not ap- 
pear in the statistics. -Loudon Express.
